NY 1475-S* advised that on 6/1/55, KATHY FLYNN was in con- 
versation with PHIL BART at CP National Headquarters. She spoke about 
a -letter the Party intended to have prepared regarding her sister, 
.ELIZABETH FLYNN, who was incarcerated at Alderson, a West Va. prison. 
KATHY complained to PHIL regarding the content of the letter' and 
pointed out that ELIZABETH did not go to Alderson on January 11th; "out 
was picked up on January 11th. She pointed out that she signed the 
visitor's book at the Women's House of Detention on January 24th, and 
that ELIZABETH did not get to Alderson until Jan. 25th. She mentioned 
another point which concerned ELIZABETH'S membership in the Party. She 
stated that ELIZABETH did not join the CP in 1936, but rather she 
joined the Party in 1937., and that that was part of her sworn testi- 
mony at the Federal Court House. KATHY then brought up ELIZABETH'S 
alleged" U3ing of a cane . She stated that she never saw ELIZABETH with 
a cane while in prison, and she had been down to see her on March 8th, 
April 31st, and May 1st. She added that ELIZABETH did not tell her *' 
then or in a letter that she ever used a cane. 

KATHY then brought up the matter of who ELIZABETH'S attorney 
is or should be. She commented that she contacted BILL (believed to 
be BILL ALBERTSON) and he told her that JOHN ABT was not ELIABETH's 
lawyer.

BILL said that he looked it up and that the last lawyer on the case 
was her- lawyer and also was the lawyer who discussed it with the 
Supreme Court and that man was HARRY (believed to be HARRY SACHER), 
She added that BILL told her that JOHN.' ABT could not go down to see 
her and she commented that he could go down to see her, ELIZABETH, 
and in fact had done so. 

KATHY then remarked that ELIZABETH'S correspondence had 
upset her in the beginning but it was better now. KATHY spoke of a 
woman who wanted to drive her down to see ELIZABETH, but she did not 
want her to go with her. She commented that this woman asked her 
personal questions which she did not like for example , she asked her 
how long a time it was between ELIZABETH'S separation from TRESCA 
(believed to be CARLO TRESCA) and TRESCA's being shot down on the 
street. KATHY said that she had told the woman that it was 18 years. 
She also added that the woman asked her how long after her marriage 
her daughter was born. KATHY said that she told her that it was Six 
years. She added that the woman also asked her if TRESCA had a son 
and that she had replied that he did not. KATHY said that she lied 
to the woman because TRESCA did have a son who was in town at the 
present time. She added that he was her younger sister's son, KATHY 
stated that that was family affair. 

KATHY then commented that she gets her living expenses "he're" 
and her pension pays her rent. In commenting on the three forgoing 
discrepancies in the letter KATHY told PHIL that she talked to MARION 
(believed to be MARION BACHRACH) and MARION told her that she got 
the information to be in the letter from BILL ALBERTSON. KATHY 
said she demanded to know where she got it and thought that MURIEL 
(possibly MURIEL SYMINGTON) had information from her letters. KATHY 
said she called up LIL (believed to be LIL GATES) and also demanded 
to know where he had gotten his information. LIL said that BLANCHE 
FREEDMAN had told him. According to KATHY, CLAUDIA (believed to 
be CLAUDIA JONES) had told "BLANCHE that ELIZABETH had to use a cane, 
and she in turn told BILL ALBERTSON who told MARION and then they put 
it In the letter.

She remarked that they knew ROGER BALDWIN after WW I when 
he was over in Europe. She continued by saying "so he writes 
a letter to Grace Hutchins, and sends me a copy of it, that 
he didn't think the time was now." KATHY and PHIL then discussed 
what she should do about the letter and the problem of dealing 
with ELIZABETH and the CRC concerning the letter. KATHY said that 
■REGINA ,FRANKFELD had asked SYMINGTON if she could write a two 
page letter to ELIZABETH and have SYMINGTON sign it. KATHY 
remarked that it was a good thing she had found' out about this 
because she does not write a good letter and If she did write 
it it would be all over town because she (presumably REGINA 
FRANKFELD) talks . KATHY next stated that NORMAN THOMAS was 
willing to do something about ELIZABETH'S getting out of prison. 
She said that he despised Communists and all their doings but 
was Interested in ELIZABETH personally. KATHY commented that he 
had said that he was willing to write to the President. 

KATHY then spoke of a questionnaire which she had received 
from the prison regarding ELIZABETH and told PHIL that she had 
not intention of ever filling it out. She said that it was a 
matter for a lawyer. She added that she called up MARY (believed 
to be MARY KAUFMAN ) regarding t he questionnaire and she had 



advised her to see l I KATHY asked PHIL what 
could tell her to do about a questionnaire that asked whether a 
member of the National Committee was an alcoholic or a narcotic . 
KATHY said that that was a matter for a doctor to decide. 

Returning to^the subject of ELIZABETH ana TRESCA, KATHY said 
that ELIZABETH had lived with TRESCA for 13 years and that she 
was separated from her husband in 1909 . 

KATHY then said that she had met RUMFORD (phonetic) and told 
him that she wanted a lawyer for ELIZABETH'S case and refused to 
take anything else. She next commented that her nephew and his 
wife had come to town and were going to live here. 

KATHY then discussed ELIZABETH'S health and said she lost 12 
lbs. and that her blood pressure was high, "but not too high. She 
added that the doctor had told ELIZABETH that as her weight went 
down her arthritis would get better. KATHY described herself as 
weighting 211 lbs. and being scarsely 5'. She added that her 
blood pressure was "out of this world."

On^ay 9> 1955* $-5 advised that he recently re- 
ceived information that the subject had said at the Con- 
stitutional Convention that they had discussed the American 
Federation of Xabor - Congress of Industrial Organizations Con- 
stitution and It was emphasized that there was a need Xor 
a differentiation between the tactical approach and the 
theoretical approach to this basic labor movement document*

NY Hf75-S* advised that on 9/28/55, a meeting 
(believed to be of the National Administrative Committee of 
the CP, USA) took place at CP National Headquarters, 268 
Seventh Ave., NYC. According to the informant, this meeting 
was attended by CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Chairman of the National 
Administrative Committee (NAC) of the CP, USA; MARTHA STONE, 
Organization*! Secretary of the NAC, CP, USA; SAUL (believed 
to be SAULWELLMAN, Chairman of District 7, CP, USA); HELEN 
(believed to be HELEN ALLISON WINTER, Michigan CP functionary) ; 
PHIL BART, CP, USA Organizational Secretary \ and who is in 
charge of finances .for the NAC; GEORGE WATT, National Trade ' 
Unions Director of the CP, USA; SAM (believed to be SAM 
COLEMAN, NY State CP functionary who was convicted in San 
Francisco, California, for violating the Federal Harboring 
Statutes) and JIM (possibly JIM FABER, recently emerged CP 
underground figure who in the past had been connected with 
the Party Industrial Apparatus) . During the meeting it 
was apparent, according to the informant, that a blackboard 
was used in conjunction with the discussions. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT was the first individual to address 
the meeting and stated that its purpose was to get the 
consensus 1 of the comrades' opinions in order to prepare some 
sort of document summarizing the main conclusions drawn from 
a tour of the Michigan area a few months previously. LIGHTFOOT 
said that the commission (believed to refer to a commission 
consisting of LIGHTFOOT, PHIL 3ART and possibly LEON NELSON, 
SAM COLEMAN and JIM FABER, which had been dispatched to the 
Detroit area to examine the party setup there) went into the 
Michigan District as a result of a meeting in the Central 
(believed' to refer to the Central Board or Committee of the 
CP, USA) at which SAULIE (believed to be SAUL WELLMAN) brought 
up questions and problems regarding party organization, the 
status of the party and how the party should function (presumably 
in regard to the Michigan area). According to LIGHTFOOT, SAULIE, 
at that time, took exception to a number of propositions and 
pointed out that there were some peculiar problems facing the 
Michigan District. Consequently, they set up the commission 
to determine to what extent this was true and also whether or 
not some of the general propositions, as advanced in the party 
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Letter to DIRECTOR 
1VI 100-2685*+ 

organizational conference, applied to :the Michigan District. 
•LIGHTFOOT said that the problems they were -thrashing out 
had no grounds in the technical aspect of the party organization, 
but rather were based on questions of political line, political 
action and so forth. With that in mind, the comrades went to 
the Michigan District and held a number of meetings with the 
leadership and comrades there to get their general views on 
the situation. 

LIGHTFOOT said that the problems they discovered' were 
not new in that district, but had been recently aggravated by 
other factors. He proposed discussing the period from 1951 
to 1955, as it more closely coincided with the "stewardship 
of the present leadership of the Michigan District." * 

Continuing, LIGHTFOOT observed that, in this connection, 
the problem of "area attacks" on the party was more sharply 
manifested jtn the Michigan District than any other with the 
possible exception of Pittsburgh. He said that this fact 
was more clearly seen as a result of the first round of 
hearings held in the Michigan area by the "Un-American 
Committee" and the large number of names publicized in 
newspapers. LIGHTFOOT asserted that these attacks came not 
only from "the enemy" but also from within the labor movement ; 
"especially in the main base that the 'left* forces in the 
Michigan District hold", namely, the Ford plant. 

LIGHTFOOT pointed out that in the Smith Act trials, 
the Michigan leadership was among the first picked up following 
the Supreme Court verdict. He stated that the House 'Un-American 
Activities Committee had made two visits to the area and that the 
city-wide percentage^deportations among 'the foreign born was 
larger than any other city with the possible exception of Los 
Angeles. LIGHTFOOT characterized this as a conscious policy, 
on the part of "the enemy" to safeguard one of its most 
vulnerable spots. He also asserted that the Smith Act trial 
registered an outstanding impact upon the community in the 
Michigan District. However, in his estimation, the "Michigan Six" 
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Letter to DIRECTOR 
NY 100-r685lf 

conducted themselves honorably before the Court, and succeeded 
in bringing a message to the masses which was clear and 
understood even more so than Foley Square (referring to the 
NY Smith Act trial). LIGHTFOOT also commended the "bail fight" 
conducted by comrades in the Michigan District in terms of the 
total amount of money raised and stated that he could 
appreciate the achievement in the light of the tremendous task 
it had been to raise $50,000 in the Chicago area. 

LIGHTFOOT then took up the party weaknesses in the 
Michigan area, which might reflect themselves in one form or 
another in the party organization generally. He said that the 
party was not fully equipped to bear the loads placed on it 
by the attacks in that area. He said that the party was not 
sufficiently ideologically prepared to combat the attacks 
against it. Ho stated that in his estimation, the key 
questions in the Michigan District were the question of a 
cadre training program and the question of a "rounded-out 
educational plan of work to infuse the district with an 
ideological light." He said that he had serious doubt that 
much'*'Jl:.'iP , 'work had been done in the Michigan District in the 
last four years. He said that in questioning comrades with 
whom he had met in Michigan concerning materials, documents, 
and party programs, he found that they got very little of it 
and only general knowledge at the "big plant there, the 
American - - (inaudible to the informant) and had sensed no 
drive to come to grips with the problem." 

LIGHTFOOT then referred to a question of security. 
He sa j d that he had heard from both SAULIE and JIM that a 
situation existed in the Michigan District in which the people 
in the open should not meet with people in (here the informant 
indicated the work "exile") . LIGHTFOOT said that the people 
in the open would not take leadership from the people who, 
in this case, were defendants. He said that, in discussing 
the transferral of leadership into the open, the authoritative 
center, they encountered more resistance from the Michigan 
area then any other. According to LIGHTFOOT, one of the 
arguments advanced was that they would be .exposing their people. 
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NY 100-2685V 

LIGHTFOQT stated that the picture .in the Michigan District 
was that the party works with a collection of individuals, 
rather than through routine organizational forms. 

LIGHTFOOT commented on the need of the proper type 
of "top team" for the District. He explained this as the 
necessity of having comrades, whose capabilities were 
complementary to each other. He cited HELEN (believed to 
be HELEN WINTER) as a comrade with a wealth of experience 
in many levels of party organization, but whom they could 
not exploit fully because of ill health. 

LIGHTFOOT then proposed that PHIL (believed to be 
PHIL BART) and SAM (believed to be SAM COLEMAN) make their 
comments so that the comrades could get the full picture of 
the committee *s thinking. Here, SAULIE stated that he had 
a question to be clarified before the "comrades of the 
commission" spoke. He said it concerned LIGHTFOOT 1 s 
statement on security, that the people in the open should 
not meet with the people .in the shops. (The informant advised 
that he could not learn LIGHTFOOT' s reply.) 

MARTHA STONE then asked how many times there had been 
changes of assignment in cadre in the Michigan District over 
the past four years. She specifically mentioned "organisational 
secretaries". An unidentified man replied- that it had changed 
four times in four years. 

PHIL BART then took the floor and stated that a problem 
existed in that the Michigan District was "one-industry" district 
or at least a one industry city, which tended to confine their 
activities with the result that the situation shaped their 
policy, rather than the policy shaping the situation. He 
complained that they wore limited to the problem of the 
industry or sometimes even to a certain part or a certain shop, 
but were unable to mobilize the whole party around it. BART 
referred to the meeting which LIGHTFOOT had mentioned on the 
East Side (presumably of Detroit) with Negro comrades, which 
had taken place about two Hocks away from the Dodge Plant. 
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Ho said that these comrades were connected with the industry 
and complained that they were being left on their own in the 
community and wanted to know whore they fitted into the 
picture. BART said that they were trying to achieve 
concentration. In conclusion BART criticized the fact that 
membership figures were based on payment ofnsot-ns ments and 
could not .furnish a complete knowledge of the membership. 

SAULIE (WELLMAN) next took the floor and stated that 
the work of the commission had been inadequate and was 
b^nuy sw; tching the surface. He characterized the party 
in Michigan as a testing ground for the National Party. He 
said that the Michigan Party was not ready to take a general 
line and carry it out. He opined that the Michigan Party 
had developed a certain line of Michigan "exceptionalism". 
Ho confessed that a certain defeatism had permeated his own 
thinking and that of the comrades in the Michigan District 
which brought about the pessimistic attitude that they were 
faced with "very, very difficult problems." He said that 
this represented an ideological penetration of the "enemy". 

SAULIE stated that another problem 'was that the 
Michigan District had been "plagued" for 25 years, and ' 
in the last five years, moreso than ever, with the question of 
leadership, stability of leadership, continuity of leadership, 
and integrity of leadership. He wished for the relative 
security which the party felt in California, Illinois, New • 
Y rk, New Jersey, and so forth, because they had good strong 
leadership there by top native cadre, top native DO's, (District 
Organizers). He pointed out that, since 192>+, seventeen DO's 
had been sent Into Michigan beginning with an old Chicagoan by 
the name of JOHN SMEADS (phonetic),. He said, "I have had, 
thrown up to me on many occasions the sins of John Smeads, which 
somebody 20 years from now will have thrown up to him, the sins 
of Saul V7ellman." 

SAULIE then commented that, as long as he could 
remember, every district leadership had been "grappled with" 
and had made insufficient progress. Ho pointed out, however, 
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t 

that the greatest degree of progress during the ten years he 
had been in the district, came during the period from 19^5 
to 19*f8 under the aegis of CARL (believed to be CARL 
WINTER, convicted Detroit Smith Act subject) . SAULIE 
mentioned one year in 19^6 or 19**7, when they had taken HELEN 
(believed to be HELEN 'WINTER, convicted Detroit Smith Act 
subject and wife of CARL WINTER), given her an assignment 
and put 170 people through a series of party schools. He 
remarked that during that time, the Michigan School of 
Social Science came into being with special classes for top 
leadership. He said that after the hectic period of the 
Smith Act, they "just let lcose". He said that they had, 
certainly " let^oose" after .19^9 because, since 19*9, when 
, "Jackson was released to go back into the South, they had 
not had any educational director to speak of." At this 
point, HELEN interrupted and stated that "he" had been 
released as educational director in July, .19^8 and they had 
had no educational director since that time. SAULIE agreed 
that she was right, although he pointed out, that NAT 
(believed to be NAT GANLEY, convicted Detroit Smith Act 
subject and reporter on the "Michigan Worker") had been in 
for a while, but that it had not worked out. 

SAULIE said that he had figured out a list of 
35 people, natives, people who not only deserve to, but 
who had to be at a policy making level, who should have been 
board members. He said that in the past ten years, the native 
cadre had not been at policy making level. He stated that 
the closest they had come, had been TOMMY (believed to refer 
to THOMAS D. DENNIS, JR.). SAULIE hastened to state .that the 
problem lay no? so much in developing native cadre, which he 
insisted was available, because the party had been there for 
30 years, but rather in Xinding the means of bringing the 
native cadre into a policy making level. He pointed out that 
in 2952, when they found top leadership becoming more and 
more restricted, and responsibilities not being properly 
diegated either in the operations or in political and 
ideological fields, the Secretariat had drawn up a list of 
top men. SAULIE said that even then they had found it necessary 
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to draw on NAT GANLEY who had gone to work as a "stone cobbler". 
He was, at 'that tine, *f8 years old #nd the most he could give 
them was four hours a week, yet they needed him badly, nor 
were they able to get along without him. They also had gone 
to the people whom they had listed, one by one. SAULIE 
said that one of then, a native of the state, who was very 
capable and whose wife had been there 20 years, was met, not 
once but six times by the whole Secretariat. They asked him 
why he was not doing more and finally he poured out his 
resentmunt to them .about outsiders that came into the district 
and cutoff their development. SAULIE £aid "I think that, 
in my opinion, is the heart of the problem. Not so much the 
questi on of resentme nt, - you see these people don* t want to 



be the l l (phonctic) and they don't want* to be 

the operational workers alone. They don*t want to be the 
organization/secretaries, administrative secretaries, and 
the section organizers. They also want to be at the policy 
making levels of the party, because some of them have been 
at the policy making levels in the party at one time or 
another, and it is extremely important to them." 

SAULIE then mentioned another man (name written on 
the blackboard) as the "State Red". He clarified the 
statement by spying, "you know, every town has a town Red. 
JHe is the State Red. That ! s right, Governor and everytiing. 
/IIo is working on a job. Well, he is about 52, 53 or 5*f now 
'and is a little tired." According to SAULIE, the man had 
been one of the most decisive forces in factories that they 
had operating in this situation. At this point, an unidentified 
man, said that, "he" had been Secretary of the Union and 
SAULIE said that "he" had been more than that , because he 
had also been member of the Party board of the TUL Union. 
SAULIE said that the man had been on the policy making level 
of the party, but in fifte^n*^ had been pushed out and now 
deteriorated. SAULIE asked how they could prevent that 
deterioration and keep him active. Ho said that these 
circumstances applied not only to "him", but to a whole host 
of others, including a large negro cadre which had shrunken 
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to about "two hand Puis". 

SAULIE then noted that in the past four years , the 
district had gone through four DO*s, involving five changes, 
-He admitted that he night have been acting- wrongly and 
probably had some explaining to do, but part of it was a 
reaction due to "unnecessary and inept intervention of the 
national secretariat." JHe said there was a period, and , 
asked JIM to correct him if ho was wrong, when the District 
was without a DO for five or six months with the approval 
of the National Secretariat and stated, "nobody is going to 
crawl out from under that," MARTHA STONE interrupted him 
to ask when this had taken place and SAULIE replied that 
it took in two periods, from the arrest on September 17 to 
January 1, plus another six months, (Not further described.) 
He said that he wanted to discuss the responsibilities of 
those present and his own responsibilities, but he could not 
describe the ddmage that had been done, because it became so 
ridiculous at a certain point that they were operating with 
three D0*s. 

He suggested that they stop the nonsense and get 
their heads together to lay out some form or other of what 
the leadership should be like and whore they were headed 
oven if it took a year to do, so. He assented that positive 
action had to be taken to meet the crises as* they arose. 

SAULIE then made two proposals, the first being 
to adjust themselves to the pecularities of a certain .area and 
its personnel, (Here he montioned TOMMY again as a* good 
organizational secretary in 19 l f8, l$ky through 1952. ) 

SAULIK said that the hunting season in Michigan 
District was from November 15 to the 30th, and that everyone, 
party leadership included , fell out for the season. He 
said that you had to arrange your work to take into account 
that two weeks of the year , the comrades were going hunting 
and the only thing that could deter them would be the "imminence 
of a proletarian revolution." He reiterated that they just 
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had to learn the characteristics and habits of their native 
comrades. 

Secondly* SAULIE said that they had to secure an 
educational director which could be done from their own 
ranks. Then* according to SAULIE, they had to get rid of 
n a whole Army of Generals" which they had. JHe said that 
no one worked with !, the branch 11 but everyone was "masterminding 11 
how someone was going to do something. He said that they 
were good comrades, but not strategically placed production 
wise. As a case in point, he remarked that on Sunday 
(presumably o/m 755) > he and his wife had trouble with the 
Immigration Department and had to get out two*pieces of 
literature to 700 people. Accordingly * he enlisted the aid 
of another comrade who ordinarily was not noted for moving 
in an emergency, but who pitched right in when SAULIE told 
him that he was going to work with him. SAULIE reported 
that they had done the ;Job without difficulty. 

Employing the blackboard, SAULIS recommended an 
unidentified individual as section organizer of the Negroes 
in the three sections, FRED DOUGLAS, 12th Street and McG r aw 
which had now become one big Negro community. , 

SAULIE then said that the last time the regional 
committee had met was the first week in August with subsequent 
meetings scheduled for the 18th of August, 2?th of August, 
?th of September , 16th of September and up to the 28th of 
September which he did not think would take place. He said 
that this was because the question was being raised all over 
by the ranks as to "why everybody is appearing 11 . He said 
they were unprepared for this action. 

SAULIE next said that it was their opinion in the 
Michigan District > that if the move for Negro representation 
was to advance in the State, it had to get out of Wayne 
County, not into Genesee County, but into Jackson, Muskegon, 
Bay City, Saginaw and so forth, fie said that they had ten big 
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industrial cities in the State with' a Negro population of from 
10 to V) percent. He pointed out that the party had a rich 
tradition in "out state "areas and noted, for example, that in 
1930 the second largest district of the party in the country 
was a place up in the "Upper Peninsula" which had close to 
3 5 000 members in the CP at that time. He stated that they 
hardly -paid any .attention to it at the present time, -and 
in fact were trying to get rid of it. He reported that 
the board took up the question and suggested its transfer 
to jMinneapolis which was only 112 miles away, instead of the 
700 miles -which separated it from Detroit. , 

SAULIB then told those present, that an examination 
of the list of subscribers for the "Hew World Review" and 

"National Home " had revealed that the subscribers in 

"out state 1 .areas were in much greater proportion than Detroit* 
The "New World Review" had 315 subscribers in the State, 
sovon of which were in Detroit and the remainder di video 
among one hundred eleven other cities and communities, x 

At this point, an unidentified man (possibly JIM 
FABER) discussed the question of concentration and stated, 
"It is true. The guy from Packard has not been contacted for 
six months," He said that one of the weaknesses was the 
feeling that whatever was going to be done would be done 
through party "branches". He said that for the first few 
weeks, he had met with six party branches, "grabbed them by 
the hand" himself. He said that they consisted of three 
Armenian board workers as a branch, and three other Slavs, 
a Pols, and a Russian, At this point, PHIL BART interrupted 
and criticized the unidentified man for not using 'the 
blackboard, thereby terminating the intelligible portion of 
the meeting for the informant.

During the meeting GEORGE WATT and MARTHA STONE 
discussed the feasibility of continuing the publication 
of an undisclosed magazine, and whether or not to change its 
editor. WATT stated that HAL's name had been suggested 
as editor but he was not In favor of HAL taking the Job.

The oral arguments in the case of Herbert Brownell,.Jr«9XU 
the Attorney General of the United States, petitioner, vs. — J8» is 
Communist Party, USA, respondent, over the Internal Security — -g fc \\ 
Act of 1950, were heard by the United States Supreme Court 
on November 17, 1955. It is not known when the Supreme 
Court will announce its decision in this important case. 
We should, however, be ready to furnish to the Department v 
adequate admissible evidence which could be used to prosecute 
the top Communist Party leaders if they fail to register for 
the Communist Party, USA, under the Internal Security Act of 
1950. 

According to a legal analysis prepared by the 
Department, the April 20, 1953, order of the Subversive 
Activities Control Board will become a final order against 
the Communist Party, USA, upon the expiration of ten days 
from the date of issuance of the mandate of the Supreme Court 
affirming the Board's order. The Communist Party, USA, is 
then required to register with the Attorney General within 
30 days after the order becomes final. Upon conviction for 
failure to register the Communist Party, USA, can be punished 
by fine of not more than $10,000 and each day of failure to 
register is a new offense. 

Possible Prosecutive Action Against Communist Party 
National Officers . " 

The Internal Security Act of 1950 provides that in 
the event the organization shall fail to register, it shall 
be the duty of the executive officer and the secretary of 
such organization, and of such other persons as the Attorney 
General shall prescribe to register for the organization. 
Failure to execiite and file the required rrg-t^rrntrfon trrnt emen^ 
within tep days/ after the expiration of the 30-da3Jg|^$od--^ ; iNO£XEp^_ 
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specified above provides that such officers upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $10,000, or 
maximum imprisonment of five years, or both. Each day of 
failure to register shall constitute a separate offense. 

The Department in its legal analysis, has advised 
that it may reasonably be construed that the general secretary 
(Eugene Dennis) and national secretary (Gus Hall) will have 
the duty of registering the Communist Party. Additionally, 
the Attorney General's regulations impose upon the national 
chairman (William Z. Foster), national treasurer (identity 
to be, established), and national committee (13 individuals 
elected at the 15th National Convention of the Communist 
;Party, USA, on December 28-31, 1950) the obligation of jointly 
filing with the above officers the required registration 
statement. The Department has also advised that it is further 
mindful of the affairs of the alternate national committee 
(nine members elected at the 15th National Convention) and the 
national administrative committee which have conducted certain 
Party affairs in the absence of the "second string" Communist 
Party Leaders, who were prosecuted under the Smith Act. The 
Department has advised that if it can be established at the 
time the registration of the Party officials is required that 
either of these groups is actually governing the Party at that 
time, then it will be required to effect the registration 
of the Party. 

Further, the Department has advised that the 
Attorney General's regulations, and the statutory provisions 
upon which they are based, contemplate that should* the 
designated, offices be vacant at the time when the enforceable 
obligation of registering attaches, but the duties of these 
offices are being exercised by other individuals, then such . 
individuals shall bear the responsibility of registering the 
Party. Moreover, if the offices are vacant and the duties 
of those offices have not been transferred to other individuals 
then the Department believes that it is the intention of the 
statute that the obligation to effect the registration will 
devolve upon those persons last holding that office or 
exercising these duties. 
i- 

The Department has further advised that it is 
considering amending the Attorney General's regulation^ 
with regard to the identities of the individuals required 
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ft *to ( register the organization and it is hoped that these new 
^regulations will remove any possible ambiguity from the 
^regulations as they now read. In addition, the Department 

is, actively considering a further amendment to the regulations, 
. as; now constituted, which would impose upon the executive 
officer and secretary (or individuals performing the 
.ordinary and usual duties of those officers) of any district, 
branch, fraction, or cell of the Communist Party, the duty 
of registering for such district, branch, fraction, or cell, 
in :the event all of the officials designated in the Attorney 
General's regulations fail to register. 

The New York Office and the other of f ices receiving 
this letter are instructed to furnish to the Bureau by February 15, 
1956, special individual prosecutive summary reports on the

The New York Office should also prepare special prosecutive 
summary reports on any other individual not mentioned above who might 
be currently holding a responsible national position in the Communist 
Party equivalent to the National Committee, Alternate National 
Committee or National Administrative Committee who could be conceivably 
held responsible for the registration of the Communist Party, USA. 
You will note that the Bureau is not requesting special prosecutive 
summary reports on John Williamson and Irving Potash since they 
have been deported or on Claudia Jones since she will be deported on 
December 9, 1955. Reports are not being requested on Gus Hall, Robert 
Thompson or Elizabeth Gur ley Flynn since they are currently serving 
prison sentences. 

These special prosecutive summary reports are designed to 
prove that the subject is a person who is required to register the 
Communist Party, USA, under the Act. These prosecutive summary reports 
should contain the dual character "Internal Security - C and Internal 
Security Act of 1950." In order to establish ample evidence proving 
that the subject is an individual who is required to register the 
Communist Party, USA, it will be necessary that the report contain 
admissible evidence under four headings as follows:

Under this heading information concerning birth, 
education, employment other than the Communist Party, 
marital status, current address, military record, 
criminal record and status of health of the subject 
should be set forth.

NY 693-S* advised on 10/13/55 that MARTHA STONE 
was in contact with CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT of Chicago, 111, Among 
matters discussed was the Indiana situation. MARTHA STONE 
indicated that the party was curious as to what was being 
done out there in connection with the situation, and wondered 
if the party's point of view was being .put into effect. CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT said that he had been out of his Midwestern territory 
in recent weeks and was not able to give her much information 
concerning the matter. (It is believed that they were discussing 
the situation at New Castle, Indiana.) 

They also discussed bail for MAX (believed to be MAX 
WEISS) and MARTHA said that the general feeling was that Chicago 
should be able to raise $15,000 of this money. CLAUDE said that 
he thought that $10,000 was all they would be responsible for 
and expressed the opinion that he would have some difficulty 
raising that amount. MARTHA suggested that he might seek $15,000 
nevertheless, and then hope that he would end up with the $10,000 
that they felt would be necessary from the area. CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 
said that he was following the situation in Chicago, and thought 
that the bail for MAX would be set shortly. MARTHA further 
remarked that she was quite concerned about the bail matter 
because she v&s due to appear? in court the following day 
because her trial was to start. She said that the general 
impression persisted that the party in the Chicago area was not 
carrying its full'.load in regard to money raising. MARTHA also 
mentioned that she picked up two (believed to be $2,000) from 
across the river for MAX. 

MARTHA also mentioned that ED (believed to be ED STRONG) 
.was wondering when CLAUDE planned to be in the New York area, 
as he had something he wanted to discuss with him. CLAUDE 
indicated that he would get in touch with ED next time he was in 
town. 

It was finally agreed-upon that CLAUDE should come to 
NY the following Friday and that during the interim he could best 
utilize his time on bail fund matters. 
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MARTHA told CLAUDE that the coming „ Monday would be a 
full one, devoted to various discussions all day long. Among 
these would be a committee meeting on matters" relating to 
Yugoslavia. She further stated that the Yugoslavia situation 
would be discussed more fully at a special meeting on Tuesday. 

MARTHA also informed CLAUDE that they previously had 
had discussions on the 56 situation, (Believed to be the 1956 
Presidential campaign) and also the Harlem situation. Concerning 
the latter MARTHA told CLAUDE that she too shared his fears 
concerning that situation that prevailed there. They indicated 
further that they would discuss it in more detail at some future 
date. 

MARTHA reminded CLAUDE that Detroit was somewhat 
upset over the fact that he did, not call them and cancel his 
prospective trip there, CLAUDE expressed surprise, stating 
that he had sent SAM (believed to 'be SAM KUSHNER) there. 

MARTHA told CLAUDE that PHIL (believed to be PHIL 
BART) had had a heart attack and was in bed. She said that she 
thought that PHIL's concern over finances had probably caused 
his illness. 

In the event it becomes necessary to disseminate 
the above information, care should be taken to protect' the 
informant's identity.

30RMEY told the National Office 
that he was "cornered" by fourteen FBI agents , and that was 
the reason he was not operating openly in the Seattle area. 

When TORMEY came into New York City for the National 
Conference, he refused to go to the National Office for what 
he termed to be security reasons| however* he was finally 
convinced that it was necessary that he attend, some meetings 
at the National Office. 

In talking with TORMEY, BART obtained the follow- 
ing explanation of TORMEY 1 s actions:

Informant concluded from the remarks of BART that 
the Party is pursuing its "open" policy and is "putting a 
thinness" to its underground venture. 

Informant also ascertained, and added that this 
information was corroborated through LIL GATES recently, 
that in Manhattan at least three or >four "open" Party 
Headquarters will be established.

Informant advised that PKIL BARt/BeOROE BLAKE 
CHARNEY were "tickled" over two/tnree recent developments. 

One is the statement previously described. 

The other is the fact that NORMAN THOMAS, an anti-

throughout the United States on behalf of the Party and 
convicted Communists. 

BART and CHARNEY are "tickled" that THOMAS and 
MURRAY KEMPTON, a writer of the New York "Post", and also 
an anti-Communist, have agreed to serve -upon a National 
Defense Committee with others for the Party, 

Informant advised the Party feels these two 
individuals are noted anti-Communists and their present 
attitude reflects/a^cSmmencing of the thaw or a "gang up" 
against the Party. The Party feels it is in their -interest 
to prod this situation forward. 

Informant advised this is the manner in which the 
Party is "working In a new way". 

"Working in a new way" means the Party is working 
with other forces on common interests and Issues such as the 
protection of civil liberties and civil rights. 

"Working in a new way" means the Party working in 
a less of a dogmatic narrow 'form, The Party will thus try 
to do away with the conspiratorial aspects of the Party and 
try to come out more in the "open" and insist on their 
right to function.

Party tactico stems from the Geneva Conference. He advised 
It also stems from the desires of the leaders of the SU to 
bring about an easing of the sharpness of the present 
situation which they themselves have created. Informant 
advised it also stems from the policy of the SU leaders to 
strive to create a basis for their policy of co-existence, 
which has resulted in the Soviet Union "dulling a lot of 
its sharpness" and not being so adament. Informant advised 
it means the Party in various countries will follow the line 
of the Soviet Union. 

Informant noted that ft$H0REZ, , leader of the French 
CP, issued a. most important statement along the united front 
line in an effort to recreate the old peoples front set up 
in France. The American Party, following this statement, 
is striving to work with and be a part of responsible 
Democratic circles of American life. The Party will 
endeavor to enlist these circles in defense of the aims 
of the Party. 

This, according to the informant, is what NORMAN 
THOMAS, MURRAY KEMPTON, and the 280 persons who signed the 
aforementioned statement, are falling into.
